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Safety tips from S.M. Fire Dept. 


The Sierra Madre Bureau of Fire Pre¬ 
vention asks that you follow these tips for a 
safe holiday season: 


Safety and your Christmas Tree 

A cut tree is like a cut flower - neither 
will last very long without water. A Christmas 
tree purchased from a lot or cut on a tree farm 
can remain relatively fire resistant if you follow 
these simple steps: 

— Clean the tree stand with a capful of 
bleach mixed with water. This reduces the 
growth of organisms that can block the tree’s 
intake of water. 

— Select a fresh tree with needles which 
do not pull easily from branches and do not 
break when gently bent. 

— Consider having your tree sprayed 
with a State Fire Marshal approved flame re¬ 
tardant chemical. This will not make the tree 
flame proof, but will help with its fire resistance. 

— Recut the trunk at least one inch 
above the old cut and put it into water 
immediately. 

— Most important, keep the tree in 
water. Check the water level in the stand daily 
and refill with lukewarm water. Commerical 
floral preservatives can be added. 

— Locate the tree away from heat 
sources (including television sets). Be careful 
not to block exitways with the tree or rearranged 
furniture. 

— Use only U.L. (Underwriters Lab¬ 
oratories) approved miniature type tree lights to 
reduce drying effect. Do not connect more

Replace sets if bare wires or bulb 
filaments are exposed, sockets are cracked 
or broken, or plugs and connectors have loose 
or missing inserts. 

— Never leave a lighted tree unattended, 
or leave lights on for prolonged periods of time. 
Turn the lights off and the heat down when 
leaving the house or retiring for the night. 

— Remove the tree from the house as 
soon as possible after Christmas. 

NEVER burn a Christmas tree or package 
wrappings in a fireplace or wood stove.

Just before presstime. 
Police Chief Bill Betts 
received a story from the 
Pasadena Fire Depart¬ 
ment concerning in¬ 
creased seismic activity 
in the San Gabriel Valley. 

Three scientists at Cal¬ 
tech, Dr. Lucile M. 
Jones, Dr. Egill Hauksson 
and Dr. Hiroo Kanamori, 
said that recent earth¬ 
quake activity in the 
San Gabriel Valley is 
“anomalous” abnormal. 


Six earthquakes above 
magnitude 4.5 have been 
recorded in four years 
since 1987 with none 
recorded in the 50-year 
period between 1936 and 
1986. Four of the re¬ 
cent earthquakes have 
been unusual in having 
relatively deep hypo- 
centers (7.5 miles deep), 
in having aftershock 
sequences deficient in 
small earthquakes and in 
being characterized by a 
large amount of energy 


released over a small area. 

They believe that earth¬ 
quake hazard ih the San 
Gabriel Valley is higher 
now that the upper crust 
of the valley is highly 
stressed and locked. 

They refuse to predict 
or forecast but they do 
note that it is possible 
that we could have a 
magnitude 7.0 earth¬ 
quake in the San Gabriel 
Valley. When? They 
don’t know.

Your holiday wardrobe may be accen¬ 
tuated by decorative trim: glitter, beads 
(including rhinestones and faux pearls), 
sequins, tear drops, metallic prints, or 
leather and suede. These trimmings can 
cause potential care problems. 

The major problems with sequins is 
fading or lack of colorfastness. Many se¬ 
quins are also subject to peeling, corro¬ 
sion, curling, color loss, and some even 
dissolve in drycleaning solvent. 

Polystyrene beads dissolve in some 
drycleaning solvents. Imitation pearl 
beads also can cause problems. Appli¬ 
ques made of leather, suede or snakeskin 
often contain solvent-soluble dyes that 
will disappear during drycleaning, causing 
color loss and/or transfer of dye. 

Care and Cleaning 

It’s best to act before problems begin. 
Study the care label before you buy the 
item. Ask about the retailer's return policy. 
If there's any doubt about drycleaning, ask 
an IFI member drycleaner to pre-test a 
small area. If a problem occurs, the gar¬ 
ment should be returned to the retailer.
